and Railroad Organizer, Calmly 
Awaiting Efforts to Save His Life 


NEW 
YORK.

16.—Newman 


Erb, -wealthy financier and railroad re- 
organizer, who swallowed two poison 
tablets by mistake, is today confined to 
his summer home at Deal. N. J.. calmly 
awaiting the outcome of the efforts be- 
ing made by three specialists to save 
hie life. He spent a comfortable night, 
Is virtually free from pain and entirely 
conscious. 


Tho physicians hope that the prompt 


rejection of the poison by the stom- 
ach and the first aid rendered by Mr. 
Erh's valet prevented all but a small 
amount of the poison from 
entering 


the financier's system. 
Whether this 


has bcrrji the case may not be deter- 
minablc for four or five days, 
the 


physicians in 
attendance 
have told 
Mr. Erh and his family.

..GENEVA. Switzerland, Sept. 16, via 
Paris, 11.50 a. rn.—Tho number of Rus- 
sians taken prisoner since May 1 by 
the Austrians and Germans is reckon- 
ed by La Suisse at 
2,571,750. It 
is 
stated that 6000 guns and 4000 ma- 
chine guns have been captured. The 
newspaper states that these figures 
have been compiled from official bulle- 
tins issued at Berlin and Vienna. It 
adds: "The official Austrian and 
Ger- 
man figures given out prior to May 
1 showed a total of 1,395,000 Russian 
prisoners, not including civilians or 
the dead and wounded. General Poli- 
vanofT. the Russian minister of war, 
informed the duma. that the total of 
officers and men at the front since 
the beginning of the war was 5.050.000. 
Consequently the present total of Rus- 
sian forces Is 1,093,260."

Section 1. All operators and general

American Federation of Labor, or be- 
come such within 10 days from date 
of employment. 


The hours of labor shall 
not exceed eight per day and shall be 
so arranged as not to include the per- 
formance of work from 6 p. m. on Sat- 
urdays to 7 a. m. on tho following 
Mondays. 


Section 3. All overtime shall be paid 
for at the rate of time and or.c-half 
excepting such time, as may be worked 
between 6 p. ni. Saturdays and 7 a. m.

gal holidays, for all of which double 
time shall be paid. 


Section 4. The present wages of all 
male operators, 
fixers 
and

workers shall be 
increased 
15 per 
cent. 


Section S. Present wages of all fe- 


male operators shall be Increased 20 
per cent. 


Section 6. AH hand loaders shall be 


place* on a, weekly wage basis and 
shall be paid not less than eleven (511) 
dollars per week. 
Section 7. There shall .be 
estab- 
lished a definite weekly pay day and 
a specified time set for the paying olt 
of 'all shifts on said day. 
Section.S. Ev«ry employe takins part 
In the.existlng'smke who was on the 
payroll of the, company of September 
10th;.1816, or later, ijhall return to the 
work vacated by them without dis- 
crimination of any kind. 
Section 9. 'In the event that any 
differences should arise between 
tbe 
company and the union in rela4!on to 
this agreement or any other 
matter 
tnat cannot be settled satisfactorily by 
representatives of the company and tho 
union in conference said matters of 
disagreement shall be referred for fin- 
al adjustment to the Massachusetts 
state bo^rd of conciliation and 
arbi- 
tration and the company and the un- 
ion agree to accept decision of such 
board as binding. 


Section 10. This agreement shall re- 
main in effect until September 1, 1916 
I am further directed to say that the 
Cartridge Workers' union has appoint- 
ed a committee to take charge of its 
affairs and said 
committee will bo 
pleased to confer with you on 
the 
above schedule at any time and place 
that would 
meet 
with 
your con- 
venience. 
Hoping that the propositions as stat- 
ed will meet with your approval and 
thereby reatore hnrmooy between your 
company and organized labor, which 
we bnlieve will be mutually beneficial 
and trustln? for an early reply, I am.

mission. The new wage scale will BO 
Into effect Jan. 1, 191G. Thet decree Is 
as follows: 


"No. 1. No experienced female em- 


ploye of ordinary ability shall be em- 
ployed In retail stores In Massachu- 
setts at a rate o£ wages less than 5S.50 
a \week. 


"2. No female employe of ordinary 


ability shall be deemed inexperienced 
who has been 
employed In a reiail 
store or stores for one year or more, 
after reaching the age of IS years. 


"3. A female employe shall be deemed 


to have been employed in the Industry 
for a year if her absences from her 
place or places ot employment during 
12 months, whether consecutive or non- 
consccuttve, have not be&ii of unrea- 
sonable duration. 


"4. The wages of learners and ap- 


prentices may be less than the mini- 
mum prescribed for experienced em- 
ployes, provided: That no female em- 
ploye of ordinary ability 
who 
has 


reached the age of IS years shall bo 
employed at a rate of wages, less than 
$7 a week; that no female employe 
of ordinary ability who lias reached 
the age o£ 17 years snail be employer! 
at a rate of wages less than ?6 a 
week; that no other female employe of 
ordinary ability shall be paid at a rata 
of wages loss than $5 a week. 


"5. A female employe of less than 


ordinary ability may be paid less than 
the prescribed minimum wage provid- 
ed that the conditions of section 9, 
chapter 796, acts ot 1S12, are complied 
with. 


"6._ These 
recommendations shall 


take effect .Ian. 1, 1SIC, on which date 
all female employes of ordinary abil- 
ity who have been employed in the tn- 
'dustry for one year or 
more 
after 


reaching the age of 18 shall be deemed 
to have served an apprenticeship of 
one 
year 
and 
all others shall be 


deemed to have begun their apprentice- 
ship and to he entitled to the rates 
as specified above. 


"In order to facilitate the enforce- 


ment of this order the commission 
recommends that a female employe on 
leaving her employment in any estab- 
lishment receive a card showing, the 
time she has worked in that establish- 
rne'nt."

Chapter 706, acts of 1012, which cre-

WASHINGTON, Sept. -16.—Sec. Lan- 


sing made it plain to inquirers yester- 
day that no violations of domestic or 
international law were involved in the 
proposed notation by the allies of a 
large loan in this country. 


The secretary explained that the at- 


titude of tho Washington government 
had long been announced; that its ex- 
pression of disapproval of loans as "in- 
conslstant with the spirit of neutrali- 
ty" had been occasioned by a. direct re- 
quest for advice by American bankers 
concerning loans in general, and that 
the administration voiced Its opposition 
chiefly to loans by popular subscrip- 
tion or those which would take large 
sums of gold from the United States. 


So far as state department officials 


arc able to observe, however, the new 
loan is essentially what is known as a 
"credit Joan" to pay for obligations In- 
curred or about to be incurred for the 
purchase of supplies. 
Such a loan Is 


viewed as a private commercial trans- 
action, not differing from the traffic in 
contraband or other war supplies, over 
which a neulral government Is r.ot 
obligated to exercise any control. 


Only in the event that tho matter is 


directly brought to the attention of the 
Washington government for advice is 
there likely to be any formal expres- 
sion of opinion in the present instance.

day that no violations o'. domestic or 
nternatlonal law were Involved in the 
proposed flotation by the allies ot a 
arge loan In this country. 


The secretary explained that the »t- 
Itude of the Washington government 
had long been announced; that Its ex- 
pression of disapproval of loans as "in 
consistant with the spirit of neutrali- 
ty" had been occasioned by a direct re- 
quest for advice by American bankers 
concerning loans in general, and that 
the administration voiced Its opposition 
chiefly to loans by popular subscrip 
tion or those which would take, large 
sums of gold from the United States. 


So far as state department officials 


are able to observe, however, the new 
loan is essentially what Is known as a 
"credit loan" to pay for obligations In- 
curred or about to be incurred for the 
purchase of supplies. Such n loan is 
viewed as a private commercial trans- 
action, not differing from {he traffic In 
contraband or other war supplies, over 
which a neutral government 
is 
not 


obligated to exercise any control. 


Only In the event thnt the matter is 


directly brought to the attention of the 
Washington sovcrnment for advice IB 
there likely to be any formal expres- 
sion ot opinion in the present instance.

that it is difficult to doubt that they 
are due to a deliberate design. One 
New York paper charges that at least 
14 such flres have been set by German 
emissaries or agents. Tt will be re- 
called that the crazed Muenter placed 
bombs on vessels as a part of his 
propaganda, and It may be that the 
many fires set since then have been 
du« to the work of individual fanatics. 
The government should take very ag- 
gressive measures to stop such das- 
lardly and pernicious practices, and if
